Out from Si Louis Today. 


Washington, Marcb 1.—The cause of 


the Maine disaster is still shrouded in 
mystery so far as any of the officials in 
Washington know. It is beginning to be 
generally realized that upon the testi- 
mony of the divers almost altogether will 
depend the success of the inquiry. The 
department stands absolutely neutral be- 
tween the theories that the explosion was 
due to internal cause or external causei 
and are prepared to accept only the re- 
port of the court of inquiry. 


The exports have been notified not to 


discuss the matter with the press. The 
department has permitted the Spanish 
divers to investigate on their own aocoun*" 
since the board left Havana. 


Madrid, March 1.— Greater anxiety is 


visible h'ere in regard to the vardict of the 
United States naval court of inquiry into 
the loss of the Maine than was apparent a 
weelj ago. The constant rumors of pos- 
sible hostilities are harassing and weak- 
ening the government and are also trying 
the patience of the public. 


The "Jingo Papers" publish exhaustive 


dispatches from New York and Washing- 
ton to the effect that relations between 
United States and Spain are hourly be- 
coming more strained and attributing 
this to President McKinley's sferies of 
anti-Spanish declarations. Admiral Ber- 
mejo, minister of the Marine, is actively 
seeking the best means to procure addi- 
tional warships. 


Sensational St. Louis Story. 


St. Louis, Mo., March 1— A story is in 


circulation here to ilie effect that six tons 
of dynamite was sent to Cuba for the use 
of Spaniards in mining Havana harbor. 
It is stated that ?n agent of Gen. Weyler 
landed in New York in November, 1896, 
to purchase dynamite with which the 
harbor was to be mined, but owing to 
the vigilance of the Cuban Junta in that 
city he could not secure explosives with- 
out it bsing known. 


He therefore quietly, cams to St. Louis> 


where he was successful in purchasing six 
tons, which was shipped to New York 
and thence to Havana November 23, con- 
signed to Weyler. 
The quantity was 


enough to mine the harbor. 


The heads of different firms in St. Loui8 


dealing in dynamite were seen, but with 
one exception an emphatic denial was 
made that they had shipped any dyna- 
mite to Cuba knowingly. The one ex- 
ception was Manager Harper of Lafiin 
Land company. He would neither denv 
cor affirm, the story; in fact, he pcsi- 
tively refused to be interviewed on the 


subject. The jirms say it would have 
been comparatively easy for any 'man to 
purchase the explosive without stating 
that it was for the Spanish in Havana. 


Work of Board, of Inquiry- 


Key West, Fla., March 1.— The second 


day's session here of the United States 
court of inquiry into the loss of the Maine 
began in the United States district court 
house shortly after 10 this morning. Most 
of the officers who were examined yester" 
day had been informed that they might 
be recalled and therefore the lieutenant 
and cadets of the lost warship were all 
on hand, though it is reported that 
they will not be re-ezamined until 
court returns from its second visit to 
Havana. 
Groups of enlisted men also 


gathered about the court room r'oore} 
waiting: to be examined. As was the case 
yesterday, the court sat in ^Jie private 
room or JuJ-c- Locke.

This, I think, will be 
done, unless the court formulates a 
theory of its own, or declares that it does 
not know how the disaster occurred, 
both of which conjectures I think im- 
probable." 


As bearing: on the value of the opinion 


of the? officer in question, it must be 
borne in mind that he was before the 
court for about 15 minutes only, and that 
he has at all times expressed himself as 
confident that the Maine's fate was not 
due to an accident. 


Members of the court, when the sub- 


stance of the interview was brought to 
their attention, declined to have any- 
thing to say. All the high naval and 
military officials here, when asked cru- 
cial questions, invariably relapse Into a 
state of polite ignorance. 


.Spanish Dlvon In the Wreck.

The difficulty experienced in recover- 


ing the bodies is not understood by 
any but the divers. 
The latter worked 


for three hours Sunday trying to bring 
out on,e body intact, and one of the divers 
had a bad fall and several got their 
air tubes tangled.

could not extricate the remains. 
The 


main efforts of the divers are directed 
towards clearing upper wreckage, decks,

were celebrating his birthday and wish- 
ing him many happy returns of the day. 
Chaplain Ohidwick has been commended 
by Captain Sigsbee as a man, a priest 
and an officer.

Divers Working Slowly. 


Havana, March 1. — Only one body wag 


recovered Monday, and it has not been 
identified, though there are hopes that 
It may be later. With any others found 
in time, it will go with the wounded on 
the Bache to the Dry Tortugas and Key 
West. On her next trip north the Bache 
will carry to Key West the first com- 
pany of v/ounded taken to the Dry 
Tortugas. The Spanish divers did not 
make their 
examination 
yesterday. 


Captain Sigsbee examined them, and 
probably will be advised as to where 
they will begin the investigation. He 
was much gratified at recovering, in' 
goott condition, his Order of the Red 
Eagle (Prussian) and the gold medal 
presented him by the international 
fisheries exhibition in London in 1883. 
The work of the divers is slow and must 
necessarily continue slow owing to the 
difficulty of making an impression upon 
the mass of heavy debris. 


A Telegram From Sieard. 


Washington, March 1. — At the close pf 


office

Admiral Sieard at Key West to the ef- 
fect that the court of inquiry must re- 
sume session at Havana to obtain evi- 
dence of divers after further work upon 
ihe wreck. This eommttnicatiort sets at 
rest rumors current for some days that 
the court was not to return to Havana 
for the", reason that it had discovered the 
cause of the sinking of the Maine was 
not an accident. An important deduc- 
tion fo be drawn from the message is 
that the report of the court can scarcely 
be expected for several weeks ta come. 
The court will be occupied at Key West 
tor -»ome days at least in taking the 
testimony of the survivors there. Then 
upon the return to Havana it is expected 


j that a good deal of time must elapse be- 


fore the divers can get through the mud 
which now encompasses the lower part 
of the Maine and examine the bottom. 
After this is done the court must de- 
liberate in order to Eiecure an agreement 
upon its findings. The prevalent belief 
at the navy department is that up to 
this moment the court has not under- 
'taken to compare Jnotes and endeavor 
to reach such an agreement. 


At the White House "the utrno'st qufet 


prevailed. Many offers have come from 
organizations and individuals of their 
services in case of a conflict. Some of 
the congressional callers also have 
stated ff6 the president that their states 
were ready to furnish full quotas of men. 
Secretaries Long and Alger and Repre- 
sentative Dingley were among the presi- 
dent's ^visitors, but it was stated that 
they had nothing of importance on the 
Maine affair to discuss with him. Mr. 
Bingley spoke afterward in strong terms 
against reports that financial circles in 
New York were being sounded as to the 
readiness with which funds could be 
raised in an emergency. Secretary Gage 
declared that the published statement 
that he was making preparations for a 
bond issue and that the bureau of en- 
graving and printing was preparing the 
plate was unqualifiedly false. No such 
action has even been considered, he said.

retorted Mr. SJiattuck, "and the gentle- 
man who makes it knows it is false." 
Mr. Shattuck, continuing, said he would 
be ashamed to come to the forum of the 
people and continually grumble about 
the miserable condition of the people he 
represents. 


"The district I come from contains the 


best people i'n the world," said Mr. 
Greene. 


Mr. Shattuek—"Well, it does not send 


them here." (Great laughter). 


Mr. Fox (Dem., Miss.), to whose speech 


Mr. ShattacTt had repHed, denied that 
he had assailed the railroads. He had 
himself, he said, represented railroads 
as an attorney for many years, and what 
She had said was that the people of the 
south had as much right to exercise a 
legitimate influence "over the colored 
voters of their sections as the railroads, 
the manufacturers or any other corpora- 
tions.

Central American Hotheads. 


Washington, March 1.—The condition 


of affairs between Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica arouses serious apprehension in 
official circles, as it la said to threaten to 
Involve not only those two countrMe In 
war, but also to draw all of tho Central 
American republics into an armed con- 
fliot. The diet of the {Treats* fw.ubllc, 
including Nicaragua, Honduras a*d Sal- 
vador, has submitted a demand «u Costa 
Rica for an explanation of the entrance 
of an armed force of 500 men Into Nica- 
ragua. No reply has bsen given so far 
«S la known to off 


cafagua authorltfes assert that the 500 
men were acting with the knowledge of 
the president of Costa Rica. If Costa 
Rica gives no explanation, it is feared 
serious trouble will follow. 


The real controversy between Nicara- 


gua and Costa Rica is over the territory 
adjacent to the inter-oceanic canal. A 
recent incident has intensified the feel- 
ing of the Costa Bicans over the boun- 
dary matter. This was the arrest of Mr. 
'Bache, the Costa Rican consul genera! 
to Nicaragua, on the charge of being a 
rebel. He vas tried, convicted and sen- 
tenced to fii e years' imprisor.ment, but 
subsequently escaped. It is not general- 
ly known that Secretary Sherman in- 
tervened in this affair end requested 
President Zclaya of Nicaragua in the 
interest of peace to release Bache. 


President Zelaya prompily assented, 


and in a decree announced that Bache 
would be liberated in accordance with 
Mr. Sherman's request if the tribunal 
convicted him of a revolutionary move- 
ment. Since then Nicaragua has pub- 
lished the secret dispatches alleged to 
have passed between Bache and the 
Nicaraguan rebels in Salvador and taese, 


j Nicaragua claims, fully established a 
| charge that Costa Rica's officials were 
! working to overthrow the Zelaya gov- 
| ernment.

Hoggarty Diamond" were also offered and 
met with the same fate, greatly to the 
profit of Fraser's Magazine, where they 
were gladly accepted. The greatest edi- 
tors, like tha greatest generals, are those 
who make fewest blunders, but it is diffi- 
cult to understand how the shrewd liter- 
ary instinct of the Blaokwoods failed them 
in this instance. Perhaps affection for tha 
traditions of iiaga made them slow to 
realize the change in popular toste. Chris- 
topher North had enjoyed a tremendous 
vogue, but his fantastic, and boisterous 
style was beginning to lose favor with the 
public.

YOUNGSTERS LEARNING MODERN SEA- 


MANSHIP ON GREAT STEAMERS. 


X»t Far From One Hundred In All Are 


Belnc Trained on Three American Une» 
According to Contract With the Govern- 
ment—Possible Naval Timber. 


NEW YOKK, March l.—[Special.]—No 


young mon in all the United States prob- 
ubly aro today speculating with greater 
interest upon tho possibilities of war with 
Spain than tho youngsters who aro being 
trained in modern seamanship on the 
steamships navigated by certain American 
companies. 


Thora are nearly 100 of these "merchant 


marine cadets," as they are popularly 
termed, and the corps owes its being to 
section 8 of the law passed in 1891 (by con- 
gross, authorizing thu contracts now ers- 
ibting between the government aud tho 
sti'imiship companies for the carrying of 
tho ocean nuiils. By the terms of this sec- 
tion companies taking advantage of tho 
existing law are required to employ "as 
cadets or apprentices one American born 
boy xintier SI yttarg of ago for each 1,000 
tons gross register, and ouo for each ma- 
jority fraction thereof." Tho boys so em- 
ployed aro now being educated with groat 
thoroughness in all that appertains to the 
duties of modern seamanship in its best 
sense. 


Hard Work as Well a» Training. 


Merchant marine cadets form part of 


the companies of tho ships now navigated 
by three separate lines running out of this 
port—the Bod D, connecting with Central 
America, the Ward line, plyiu'g between 
New York and the West Indies ports, and, 
most important of all, the American line, 
between New York and Southampton. 
They number about 100 in all. Of the 
American lino'a four groat steamers, the 
New York and the Paris carry 11 each, 
the St. Paul and the St. Louis 13 eaoh, a 
total of 46. 


The boys rank as petty officers and are 


paid from $15 to $20 a month, food from 
the officers' mess being thrown in. They 
are expected to earn their compensation 
as thoroughly as any one on board, and 
no boy who is not willing to work hard 
enough to make sleep welcome the mo- 
ment he crawls into bis bunk after the 
day's duty is over should ever dream of 
joining the corps. They begin with the 
very A B C of ship work almost, omitting 
only such decidedly menial and unskilled 
labor as is never performed except by or- 
dinary seamen. 


During the first few months of a cadet's 


life on one of the American line boats he 
learns how to swab the deck, to drag the 
holystone and to accommodate himself to 
the exigencies of perfect discipline. If he 
does not like this sort of thing, he is at 
liberty to leave tho service, but he must 
submit to the regulations in oasa he re- 
mains. 


Chances For Promotion, 


After the cadet has mastered the ele- 


ments of his profession, and when he be- 
gins to show special aptitude, he is ad- 
vanced to duties which are both pleasanter 
and more responsible than those above in- 
dicated. If be develops ability and a lik- 
ing for work in the engine room, he is as- 
signed to duty under the fourth engineer, 
where he is set to work repairing pumps,, 
repacking cylinders and doing the endless 
odd jobs that are always coming up in the 
realm of the steam giant that moves the 
ship. 


If, on the other hand, the cadet ahows 


ability and liking for more seamanlike 
duties, properly speaking, he has an op- 
portunity to busy himself on the bridge 
and in the wheelhouse, though for a long 
time his chief duties there are chiefly the 
polishing of brasswork, the mending of 
flags and to see that everything is kept in 
apple pie order. He will, however, be af- 
forded every opportunity which he is will- 
ing to embrace to learn to handle the 
wheel, to take observations with the sex- 
tant and to signal with the flags according 
to the code. 


In short, the duties of cadets employed 


about the bridge are in the main similar 
to those of a quartermaster, although it is 
generally several months before a green 
lad is allowed to cast the log or heave the 
lead. Their watches are four hours on 
and four hours off, but the watches of 
those employed in the engine room are 
four hours on ands eight hours off. This 
is because of the heat, the smell of the oil 
and the lack of fresh air. 


Where the Cadets Come From. 


It is admitted by all hands, I believe, 


that the cadet system is working excellent- 
ly, but at flrj.t there was considerablo 
grumbling by the steamship authorities 
about it. Perhaps it was because they did 
not wHolly approve of the scheme that the 
earliest recruits to the cadet corps were not 
very well selected. At all events, a num- 
ber of boys who proved untraotable and 
unfitted for the work got on board the 
ships. These boys soon left, however, and 
those who took their places were chosen 
with much greater care. 


In the main, recruits to the corps have 


since been chosen from the graduates of 
the three schoolships, St. Mary of New 
York, Enterprise of Massachusetts and 
Syracuse of Pennsylvania. These gradu- 
ates MB obviously better fitted for cadet 
service than most boys, other things being 
equal, since they already have some notion 
of what sea life is and some elementary 
knowledge of seamanship and navigation. 
It should not be understood, however, that 
tho line is too strictly drawn in favor of 
schoakbip graduates. Clean, healthy boys 
of good family are always welcome when 
there aro vacancies in the corps. The term 
"good family" is not used here to indicate 
so crilled "blue blood" or special social 
standing, however; the son of a tinsmith is 
quite as eligible as \\\e son of ajnillionaire. 


One of the chief .reasons for the passage 


of the law by congVess authorizing the cre- 
ation of the merchant marine cadet serv- 
ice lay in tho fact that the training re- 
ceived by its members would fit them for 
possible naval service in case oil war. It is 
this, no doubt, which has caused tho boys to 
take such active interest in all tho news 
pertaining to tho present strainod relations 
between tho United States and Spain. 


The future of the merchant marine 


cadets is by no moans confined to naval 
service, 'however, since their training is 
such as to render them of special valuo on 
board tho very ships in which thoy aro 
trained. Several cadets, in fact, have al- 
ready been promoted on tho expiration of 
their cadctship to responsible places of va- 
rious sorts. One of the American lino 
cadets was somo timo ago mado a quarter- 
master on ono of the ships. He probably 
still holds the post, nnd the number cf 
such cases will undoubtedly increase with 
tho ago of the service. 
In fact, it is 


hoped and believed thnt in time tho major- 
ity of all the officers on board American 
steamers will bo composed of graduates 
from the corps of merchant marino Cadets.

THE AFRICAN COAST.

Her Commander Wu Admiral Senunei' 


Brother—She Landed Two Cargoc* Suo- 
cesifully—The Btory M It I« Told by 


. One of the Owner*. 


Captain A. C. MoGhee of Columbus, 


Ga., was one of the four owners of the 
(lave ship Wanderer. Captain Seminee, a 
brother of Admiral Semmesof the Confed- 
erate cruiser Alabama, was commander of 
the ship. 


In tbe early summer of 18C8 a regatta 


was arranged to oorno off in Brunswick 
harbor, on the Georgia coast, and owners 
of vessels north and south were invited to 
participate In it. Just before the big day 
a strange vessel sailed into the harbor, and 
tho captain gave his name as Sommes and 
the name of bis vessel as the Wanderer, 
hailing from New Bedford. He applied for 
permission to rac?, but was ruled out by 
the managers. The beautiful lines of his 
vessel attracted much attention, and her 
Balling qualities were manifest. 
Captain 


Sernines protested that he had not been 
fairly treated and appeared to bo very in- 
dignant over the refusal, but his indigna- 
tion was assumed. He had really gone 
there to familiarize himself with the vari- 
ous passages between the bays and sounds 
of tho Georgia coast and the main without 
exciting suspicion. He had sailed up the 
Great Ogeochee river, which was not much 
frequented by vessels at that time, and 
bad found a suitable biding place in caso 
of emergency in a dense swamp about 40 
miles up tho river. 


Having completed bis arrangements for 


tho outward voyage, he took on a cargo of 
trinkets, brass wire, bright colorad cloths 
and other gewgaws that were likely to 
tempt the African savages, and placed in 
tbe lockers of the ship flags of all the dif- 
ferent maritime nations, so that the Wan- 
derer 'might show any colors she ohose. 
Then he placed her ia charge of a picked 
crew and instructed his first mate to pro- 
ceed to tho mouth of the Kongo river^nd 
await his appearance. Captain Semmes 
himself took passage on a steamer and 
reached a point on tbe African coast, where 
he communicated with King Dahominey, 
the petty ruler of one of the river prov- 
inces lying along the Kongo. 
"King 


Dahominey was not a hard man to deal 
with," said Captain McGhee, in speaking 
of the expedition, "and as he was very fond 
of personal display and a great lover of 
rum it was not long before he and Cap- 
tain Semmes had come to an agreement. 
The latter had taken along with him on 
the steamer a small stock of trinkets, and, 
to disarm suspicion, had given out that be 
was going on a combination trading and 
exploring tour. A judicious exhibition of 
the trinkets, and the assurance thnt there 
were plenty more to be had, induced the 
savage chief to agree to deliver on a cer- 
tain date, at the mouth of the Kongo, 750 
of his subjects, between the ages of 18 and 
18 years. The males cost a little more 
than tho females, and the prices ranged 
from $1 to ?9 a head, paid for in blight 
hued cloth, trinkets and gewgaws. J*ing 
Dahominey appeared to find little difficulty 
in securing the captives, and, at the*time 
appointed, they were marched down to the 
mouth of the river, a crowd of miserable, 
caked young men and women and boys 
and girls. 


"The death rate among the poor crea- 


tures was terrible, 50 of them dying during 
the homeward passage. 
Through the 


skill of Captain Semmes the voyage was 
made without any serious mishap. The 
most difficult part of the voyage was to get 
into port. The only way to enter the 
mouth of the Savannah river was under 
the blank muzzles of the guns of the fort 
and it would have been madness to attempt 
to enter with that contraband cargo in 
open daylight. Instead Captain Semmes 
crept into tbe mouth of the Great Ogeechee 
by night and ascended the river to the big 
swamp and there lay concealed while he 
communicated with Lamar in Savannah. 


"Lamar thereupon announced that he 


•was going to give a grand ball in honor of 
the officers and garrison of the fort, and 
insisted that tho soldiers, as well as their 
superiors, should partake of the good 
cheer. When the gayety was at its height, 
the Wanderer stole into the river and pass- 
ed the guns of the fort unchallenged in 
the darkness and made her way to La- 
mar's plantations, some distance up the 
river. The human cargo was soon disem- 
barked and placed under the charge of tha 
old ricefleld negroes, who were Dearly as 
savage as tbe new importations. Attempts 
were mado to put clothes on the savages, 
but they looked upon the garments with 
aversion, and some time was required to 
induce them to wear even the scant gar- 
ments of the slaves of the rice plantations. 
They were kept there for several months 
and then taken to New Orleans, where 
slaves that had been purchased for a fow 
beads and bandanna handkerchiefs were 
sold in the market for from 8600 to $700 
apiece. The owners of the vessel paid Cap- 
tain Semrnes $8,500 for his services and 
cleared upward of §10,000 apiece on the 
venture for themselves. A year had been 
required to make the voyage, and Captain 
Sommes certainly earned his salary be- 
causo of the hazardous nature of the expe- 
dition. 


"In the spring of 1869 the Wanderer 


again sailed for the west coast of Africa, 
nnd again Captain Semmes found King 
Dahoiainey ready to trade on the most lib- 
eral terms. On the second occasion he 
had to go farther up the river to secure the 
cargo, but ho succeeded in delivering 000 
captives at tho mouth of the river. A num- 
ber cf thorn died during the voyage, and 
the Wanderer wns put to her best speed on 
several occasions to got away from unde- 
sirable acquaintances, but she was novor 
overhauled, and she arrived off the Georgia 
const in December. 
Lamar was again 


notified, and he gave another big ball and 
n second time the Wanderer ascended the 
Savannah river under cover of a dark 
night, and her cargo was disembarked at 
Lamar's plantations and turned over to tho 
old rioofleld negroes. 


"Tho nature of tho last cargo brought 


home by tiio Wanderer became noised about 
and an investigation was made which 
caused tho arrest of a number of tho par- 
ticipants in tho affair, and the trials that 
followed caused a great sensation through- 
out tho nation, although nobody suffered 
seriously. 


"Tho profits were quite ns largo as from 


tho first expedition, and, but for the break- 
ing out of tho war and the blockading of 
tho port at Savannah, the Wanderer might 
have made another voyagd in 1860. As it 
was, 
tho was hoimncd up in tho river by 


the blockade and finally sold to the Con- 
federate government."—AtlantaCor. New 
York Sun.

Affability Are Shown by Persons of Vari- 
ous Classes—Tho Same Iu Writing M la 
Speech. 


Tho principal characteristic of the Mex- 


ican is undoubtedly his unchanging cour- 
tesy. 


"Oh, how delioiouslypolite!" is o phrase 


wo hear every day from the iips of foreign 
latlias when they enjoy the not unusual 
sight of two natives, ragged beyond de- 
scription perhaps, who stop a horso car in 
the skreot and keep it standing while each, 
insists with elegant bows and flowing com- 
pliments that the other precede him in go- 
ing up the stops. 


"After you, sir." 
"Not «t all. lam unworthy of snoh a 


high honor." 


"I dare not take precedence, sir." 
"It Is only what is due your superiority. 


Walk up, ploaso." 


"Not for all the world. Sou are en- 


tiWed to that preference." 


This goes on for some tijne, until the 


car begins to more, and both fling them- 
selves at once upon the steps, smashing the 
corns of another man standing on the plat- 
form, an accident that gives rise to new 
effusions of good breeding. 


"Oh, sir, how sorry I am to have trod 


on your feet. I sincerely entraat you to 
excuse my oversight." 


"Never mind," eays the victim, gritting 


his teeth and with tears in his eyes, "it is 
an honor to be trod on by ;ou." 
" Thanks for your kindness." 
' ''I am myself in duty bound to thank 
yon." 


In fact, dudes from over the sea or from 


across the Rio Grande may boast of their 
wealth and their Parisian made trousers, 
belles of other lands of their golden tresses 
and charming personalities, but no other 
nation equals the stately dignity of Mexi- 
can courtesy. 


If it is a great luxury to be taught how 


to bow and what to do under all circum- 
stances by a gentleman who knows these 
things because he belongs to the European 
aristocracy and has behind him a line of 
ancestors who behaved as well as they 
could in such matters, it is surprising to 
observe in a whole nation, even in the 
humblest classes, courtesy not produced by 
artificial means, but gracefully and re- 
flnedly practiced as a special endowment of 
nature. 


Persons in other countries are rarely 


treated to such scenes as those we have at- 
tempted to describe, and to many they 
might appear exaggerated, but let those 
that doubt come and judge for thamsolves. 


I will cite a few'authentic experiences in 


illustration of the subject: 


An American young lady was once talk- 


ing with an old Mexloan gentleman and 
she laughingly said something about hav- 
ing soino literary work to do. 


It was good to see the old fellow 'a im- 


pressive manner and air of perfect sincer- 
ity as he exclaimed: 


"Work! Miss, suoh lips as yours should 


never mention work. You should be a 
qneemand wear pearls as beautiful as those 
incased in your lovely mouth." 


Another young woman -was overheard 


to say in English to her mother in the 
theater: 


•'Look at that Mexican girl. Do you 


like herP I think her nose is too long and 
her features are too sharp." 


Whereupon the Mexican girl said in her 


JUQSI; endearing tone in broken English: 


/'Miss, as God bestowed on you all tha 


attributes of perfect beauty, very little wag 
left for me. Believe me, you are the sweet- 
est creature I have laid my eyes on, and I 
never get tired of looking at your chasrm- 
ing face." 


Nowhere will the stranger find more 


civility and kindness than among the Mex- 
icans. 


Their houses, their families, their horses, 


their flowers, their time, even their lives, 
are placed, figuratively, at least, "at our 
disposition." 


"A los pies de usted, senora" (My lady, 


I am at your feet), is the prescribed form 
of salutation from a gentleman who meets 
a lady, while if two gentlemen meet they 
address one another as follows: "Beso a 
nstad In mano (I kiss your hand). 


The same applias to written correspond- 


ence. A note from a gentleman to a lady 
ends in this wise: "Soy de V., senora, 
atento servidor, Q. SS. PP.B." The in- 
itials are for "que sus pics besa," and the 
•whole phrase stands for "I am, my lady, 
your attentive servant who kisses your 
feet." 


H a gentleman is addressed in writing, 


only his hands are kissed, not his feet. 


These formulas are followed not only by 


the richer, but by all classes. As to the 
poorest, their courtesy toward one another 
is widely different from the gruff, boorish 
intercourse of tho plebeians of other na- 
tions. 


The poor of Mexico cannot frame a sen- 


tence without employing one or more 
terms of endearment: 


"Como estaa, mi alma?" (How are you, 


my soul?) The words they address each 
other apeak of the gentle consideration for 
the feelings of their neighbors which char- 
acterizes tho race and emanates from spon- 
taneous courtesy. 


A Mexican gentleman will never permit 


a lady to descend the stairs unaccompa- 
nied. He takes her softly by the hand or 
offers his arm to assist her in going down 
the steps, and only tokos leave of her at 
the door, when he does not insist in leav- 
ing tho lady at her own homo. 


Love is more tha business 08 life in Mex- 


ico than in northern climes; perhaps be- 
cause other people have more diversions 
than we have. The ladylove is ardently 
styled "the very eyes of me," but that docs 
not prevent the Mexican beau, when stung 
by v jealousy, from denouncing love as 
treacherous. 


"Since there is DO help, I bow before 


you, kiss your foet and depart," is the be- 
coming way in which the unrequited lover 
takes leave of the girl that has given him 
the cold shoulder. 


Race, of course, has had its influeuce in 


promoting this spirit of courtesy and ci- 
vility. It is an inheritance from the old 
colonial days. 
The descendants of the 


viceroy and "oidores" of New Spain ac- 
quired by tho exercise of power and wealth 
a certain advantage of manner and tone 
transmitted through several generations to 
tho Mexicans of today, and high breeding 
•was the result in all classes that cama in 
contact with the old Spanish cavaliers or 
with their offspring. 


It may be sot down as a certainty that 


no society is more refined than that where 
a poor poon has the manners of a gentle- 
man.—Two Republics.

STEAMNG TELEPHONE SERVICE, 


People in this country are gradually be- 


taught by the telephone companies 


that it is wrong to steal. The telephones 
are put in for the use of subscribers, and 
for them and their families alone, say the 
companies. And the subscribers are re- 
quested not to let any one else use the in- 
struments, because then the latter are 
jetting service for which they do not pay. 
The Electrical Engineer has this to s&y on 
the matter. 


Perhaps if more people could be brought 
to understand that when they help them- 
lelves to free telephone service, they are 
stealing, there might be a decrease iu the 
dishonest practice; but the trouble is, 
they do not stop to think about it. In a 
measure, the subscriber who allows the 
free use of his instrument is a party to the 
offense and is helping not only to cheat 
the telephone company, but to inflict 
poorer service on his fellow subscribers;

COCKADES. 


Wherein We Have the Advan- 


tage of the Dons. 


SPUN EXCELS IS FAST CRUISERS. 


HAD A GOOD BREAKFAST. 


She Three Kinds That Are Worn In Eng- 


land and What They Mean. 


There is no subject under the sun con- 


cerning which so many mistakes are made. 
According to nn ancient joke, one lady 
asked another, "Why is your father using 
& cockafle?" "Oh, pn's just joined the 
army and navy stores!" And many peo- 
ple seem to think that a cockade means 
nothing at all beyond tho fact of a certain 
amount of social eminence. There is no 
teal law upon tho matter, which is simply 
governed by lt>ng established custom and 
usage. 


According thereto, there are three kinds 


of English cockades in use at tbe moment 
—the royal, the military and the naval. 
There is no such thing as a "civil service 
oockade." The royal cockade can b8 easily 
recognized. It is quite circular. It is in 
shape much like a double dahlia, and is 
worn so that half of it is seen above tho 
top of tbe hat. It is also larger than other 
cockades and projects outward very much 
more. The military cockade is the otie 
most usually seen. It consists of a small 
circular projection, from the top of which 
issues a fan shaped ornament. It is worn 
so that the fan shaped ornament projects 
above the top of the hat. 
The third shape 


—the naval cockade'—has no fan, and is 
oval in shape. It is worn at the side, so 
that no part of it projects above the top of 
the hat. The military cockade is worn by 
the servants of those holding military com- 
missions—viz. officers in the army, mili- 
tia and volunteers and by lord lieuten- 
ants, commissioners of lieutenancy, deputy 
lieutenants and high sheriffs. 
The naval 


cockade is worn by the servants of naval 
officers. 


Civilians and ladies have no right at all 


to any cockade unless coming within the 
above descriptions. Tbe black cockade of 
Hanover came into 'use in this country 
with the Hanoverians, though in the days 
when hats were worn that required fasten- 
ing up at the side, the cockade was worn 
by the officers themselves. The Jacobites, 
in their intense objection to everything 
Hanoverian, Started the white cockade, 
which was worn by the officers who took 
part in tbe Jacobite risings, but the "white 
cockade" never had an analogous usage to 
tbe black cockade of Hanover. It is possi- 
ble it may in tbe future, for we hear of 
one gentleman belonging to the Order of 
tho White Bose who is industriously sav- 
ing up to start an equipage in order that 
in literal truth he may "mount the white 
cockade."—Genealogical Magazine. 


Pill After Pie. 


A curious comment npon onr sanitary 


condition as a nation is furnished by a 
legend prominently displayed on one of 
the tall house walls in the aesthetic city 
of Boston. It is this—Pill After Pie. It 
is a general statement, as if it were an 
accepted and undisputed rule of life in 
Boston.

HM Seven Second Clau Battleship! to Oar 


Two •— Probable Scene of Naval Opera- 
tloni In tbe Event of War—rarely Fight- 
ing Expected. 


WASHINGTON. March 1.—[Special.]-- 


Spain's navy without a shadow of doubt 
is much inferior to that of the United 
States, and in tho event of war this fact, 
in tho opinion of our naval officers, wocld 
be quickly demonstrated. There is one 
particular, however, in which the Spanish 
navy excels that of tbe United States. It 
is iu the possession of a number of ships 
which are known as armored cruisers, but 
which are really second class battleships 
and of great speed. Spain has seven of 
these fust fighting ships, but it is believed 
that only five or perhaps sis of them are 
ready for service. They are all of about 
7,000 tons, or about the sizeof the ill fated 
Maine, though one of them is much lar- 
ger, or of 9,000 tons displacement. Tbe 
Vizcaya, whose visit to Nevv York harbor 
will be long remembered, is one of those 
ships. 


War vessels possess three main points of 


efficiency. 
One of those is tho power of 


their guns, the second is their armor or 
their power of resistance to attack and tho 
third is speed. Of tho three tbe last named 
is much more important than most peopia 
think. If a ship has speed superior to that 
of its antagonist, it can fight or run, ac- 
cording to circumstances. She may refuse 
battle with a ship of superior armament 
and show her heels. Conversely she can 
compel any inferior and slower craft to 
stand battle. 


Oar Cruisers. 


Against these flvo or sis armored ornis- 


ers or fast battleships of Spain we have 
only two rosse's exactly of their class. 
These are the armored cruisers New York 
and Brooklyn, which are fully as power- 
ful as the Spanish ships and of about the 
same speed. In the opinion of naval ex- 
perts the New York and Brooklyn are a 
match for any three of the Spanish ships 
of the same class. 


Notwithstanding the advantage which 


Spain has in the possession of these fast 
cruisers so well armored as really to be 
second class battleships, our naval author- 
ities have no fear of tbe result of a war 
between the fleets. A^ter all, it must he 
remembered that ships cannot fight till 
they get together, and even if the Spanish 
have faster ships of the first class when the 
collision comes numbers and weight of 
metal thrown by the guns are the factors 
that count. In the old days ships cruised 
about singly or in pairs, looking for the 
enemy. Now squadrons go together, and 
a duel between one or two ships on a side 
is a very rare thing. In modern times we 
have naval engagements, with fleet pitted 
against fleet. 


American Superiority. 


It is here that the superiority of tho 


American navy over the Spanish is most 
clearly manifest. We excel Spain in num- 
ber of ships and In offensive and defensive 
power. 


•We have four first class battleships to 


Spain's one. 


We have (sinco the loss of the Maine), 


one second class battleship to Spain's two, 
ibotb, of which were built 35 years ago, 
and, though recently refitted and seamed, 
are no more than a match for the Texas. 


We have six seagoing coast defense Iron- 


clads of the Terror and Puritan type 
against Spain's none. 


We have a dozen nonseagoing coast de- 


fense ironclads, such as tho Ajas, Canon- 
icus, Mahopac, etc., against Spain's two 
very small gunboats, which, of course, 
could not confe to these shores, though all 
of our ships of this class could be used in 
defense of our coast cities. 


We have one armored ram, the Katah- 


din, to Spain's none. 


We have 37 protected cruisers of steel to 


Spain's 5 of steel and 8 of iron. Of tho 27 
ships of this class, which include the Min- 
neapolis, Columbia, Olympia, Philadel- 
phia, etc., we could put in operation 
against Spain at leaet 15 ships, with a ton- 
nage averaging about 3,500 each and arma- 
ment according to size, against not more 
than 8 by Spain, with an average tonnage 
of about 2,800. 


Where the Fighting Will Be. 


If war comes, the naval operations will 


be in Cuban waters, off our own Atlantio 
coast, and near our principal ports. Tho 
Spanish fleet will consist of about six or 
sewn ships that may be called first class 
fighting craft,-but against them-we shall 
bo able to send out at least 15 vessels of 
equal class. 


When it comes to a collision between tho 


reserve fleets, or ships of the second class, 
we shall again have the superiority in the 
ratio of something like two to one. If the 
enemy breaks through our two lines of de- 
fense out at sea and approaches our har- 
bors, we shall have to resist them, in ad- 
dition to the land fortifications, 20 gun- 
boats and ironclads that have not been to 
sea at all. 


There is one more particular in which 


the Spanish have a little the advantage of 
us, and this is in the torpedo boats. Spain 
at present has a larger number of these 
boats than tho United States, but if war 
should be long delayed her superiority in 
this respect will disappear. The United 
States is now building the first class tor- 
pedo boats and a number of these will soon 
be ready for commission. 


Not a One Sided War. 


Looking over the whole field our naval 


authorities agree that a war between Spain 
and the United States would not be a one 
Bided affair by any means. We could not 
hope to escape without dreadful losses. We 
have twice as many ships as Spain, with 
fully twice the effectiveness, but she has a 
few terrible vessels of high speed, and in 
her torpedo flotilla, which is now en route 
to this side the Atlantic, she possesses an 
auxiliary force not to bo despised. 


On the whole, tho advantage is with this 


country and this advantage is increased by 
tho distance from base at which the Span- 
ish fleets will have to operate and the dif- 
ficulty which they will encounter in get- 
ting new supplies of conl.

At the beginning of the century sev- 


eral interesting though highly danger- 
ous experiments were made by different 
men, 
chiefly foreigners, with reference 


to this subject.

The first man who risked his life in 


this manner was a Spaniard of Andalu- 
sia, near Martenez, aged 43, who gave 
ail exhibition of the most extraordinary 
feats on July 26, 1828, at the New, Ti- 
voli, Paris. His performance took place 
in the presence of 200 persons, among 
whom were many professors, savants 
and physiologists, specially invited by 
the physician .Robertson, the director 
of the establishment. 


A cylindrical oven, constructed in 


the shape of a dome, had been heated 
for four hours by a v^ry powerful fire. 
At 8:10 the Spaniard, dressed in loose 
pantaloons of red flannel, a long Span- 
ish cloak and a felt sombrero, went 
into the oven. 


He remained in it, seated on a foot- 


stool, for 14 minutes, with the metallic 
thermometer registering between 45 and 
50 degrees, the latter being the highest 
graduation on it. 


He sang a Spanish song while a fowl 


was roasting by his side. When he came 
out, a committee of physician* found 
his pulae beating 134 pulsations a min- 
ute, although it had only been 72 on 
his going in.—London Standard.

My story properly begins in one of the 


land counties of England, and there are 
scores of peoplo yet living who can relate 
all the partioulars up to a cerhiin point. 
As a beginning, a rector's son fell in love 
with acountry gentleman's daughter. The 
young man, though brought up under the 
gentlest influences, was all that was bad 
at the age of 20. Ho was a roystorer, a 
poacher, a gambler, a race track man and 
outlawed by his family. Like many an- 
other scamp, he was good looking and had 
a captivating way, and Mary Sinclair was 
by no means bis first conquest. She waa 
the daughter of a rich gentleman and a 
girl far above George Early in the social 
scale aqd perhaps she took to him because 
there was no one to speak a word in his 
favor. At any rate, they were in love be- 
fore her parents suspected anything of the 
eort, and they made the discovery just in 
time to prevent an elopement and a great 
scandal.

passage had been secured on the Iron Duke, 
a sailing ship, and the craft was ready to 
(ail. 


I waa an apprentice on board of the Iron 


Duke, and so I can-give you full particu- 
lars of what may be called the last half of 
the story. There were five passengers in 
all, being Mary Sinclair, her aunt, a Mr. 
Mosher and his wife and a young man 
named Brown. 
The girl fought against 


the decision of her father and vowed that 
she would drown herself at the first oppor- 
tunity. For this reason the father accom- 
panied her on board and told the story to 
tbe captain and gave her into his charge. 
Mary was quiet enough, however. 
She 


was even gay as we hauled out of dock at 
Liverpool and took the towline of a tug. 
What had caused the change in her no one 
knew, but the aunb and the captain agreed 
that she had probably decided to submit 
to the inevitable with the best grace pos- 
sible. On the day before we hauled out of 
dock,- which waa the day Mary oanie 
aboard, I was sent to a certain sailors' 
boarding house on an errand, and while 
tbere I saw tbe boatswain of our ship in 
close and suspicious conversation with a 
strange young .man whom I knew to be a 
landsman. 


I saw monay pass between them and 


overheard a few words of their conversa- 
tion; but, being busy, the affair went out 
of my mind. What called it up again was 


•eoond mate's wateb, he waa seizea irom 
behind and thrown overboard. Then th« 
watch off duty wus notified, and, arming 
themselves as beat they could and led by 
George Early, they called the captain and 
chief officers on deck and secured them and 
had possession of the ship. Every sailor 
aboard except the carpenter and sailmaker 
was in the plot, and after the ship had 
been seized these two men oast their lot 
with tbe mutineers. I wag routed out only 
after the men had secured the officers, and 
I then found all the passengers dressed and 
in tho cttbion and George Early and Mary 
Sinclair talking together. The change of 
plan was to seize the ship and go sailing to 
some island where the men could eujoy 
themselves in their own way, with piracy 
perhaps at the finis. 


It was currently reported that the Iron 


Duke had a large amount of specie aboard, 
besides a valuable cargo, and young Early 
was a good talker among such ignorant 
men as inhabit the forecastle. ^Ts a matter 
of face, there was some specie—n few thou- 
sand dollars in silver—but, as to the men 
reaping any benefit out of a mutiny, each 
and all must have known better had they 
stopped to argue the matter. The ship 
held to her course, and nothing was dona 
until next morning. There were some 
lawless acts among the men, aa might 
have been expected, but nothing to make 
the passengers afraid, and the carpenter 
had general charge of the ship and carried 
her safely along. 


An hour after daylight the crew gath- 


ered and elected George Early as captain. 
As ho had not been two weeks at sea this 
was a queer thing to do, but tho men 
wanted to honor him for leading the mu- 
tiny. It was found that not a man aboard 
knew anything of navigation, but tho 
charts wore brought on deck and consult- 
ed, and it was agreed that the ship could 
be navigated without help from the instru- 
ments. Captain and mate had been tied 
hand and foot for hours and were brought 
out soon after the men had had their 
breakfast. The mate had nothing to say. 


The captain made a speech in which he 


offered to overlook the whole matter if the 
men would return to duty. They jeered 
and mocked him in reply. Some were for 
killing the two men at onoe, but Early 
had decided to give them a show. Ono of 
the quarter boats was launched and provi- 
sioned for a week and the two officers or- 
dered into her. They went without a 
word, seeming to realize that nothing they 
could say would change the plans of the 
mutineers, and then came the question of 
the fate of the passengers. Early had per- 
haps planned to keep them aboard, but ev- 
ery one begged to be sent away with the 
officers. - Even Mary Sinclair's aunt was 
included, although she was 60 years of age, 
in poor health and knew that hardship 
and suffering awaited her. As for the 
girl herself, she looked upon her lover as a 
hero and was for helping him to carry out 
his plans. I am sure she knew that a mu- 
tiny was brewing and that Early was the 
leader, but she rather encouraged it than 
otherwise. When the aunt and other pas- 
sengers charged her with this, as they did 
eoou after the ship changed hands, she 
only laughed at them in reply. 


She was not only thoroughly infatuated 


with tbe good looking criminal, but had 
become perfectly reckless of consequences. 
After a long wrangle the passengers were 
allowed to go in the boat, and more water 
and food were put into her. Not one of 
the crew expressed a desire to go along, 
and that I was permitted to depart has al- 
ways been a matter of wonder, as I would 
have been of use aboard, and the other ap- 
prentice was detained. That I did get 
away was owing to the fact that I was 
rent down into tbe boat to keep her fended 
off from the ship and to seceive the pro- 
visions, and when all the people had come 
down we cast off in a hurry, leaving Mary 
Sinclair behind. 


When sent adrift without a sail or com- 


pass and with onfy two oars—seven of us 
—we were about AOO miles from the near- 
est land, which was the land we had sailed

weafcher, and we d5d not suffer from, cold, 
but for 18 days wo were knocking about 
on short rations and wet to the skin most 
of the time. 


The only use made of tbe oars was to 


beep the boat's head to the seas, and day 
and night we kegt a lookout for rescue. It 
was on the morsiag of the fourteenth day 
and just as a gale was piping up that a 
French brig, homeward bound, sighted

~bllo the one ey^d man. whom I knew ' wpn ' 
had signed articles, had taken his depar- 
ture. An exchange of men had been made 
for money, aa is often done just as a ship 
is "leaving port, but it was none of ray 
business, and I had nothing to say. It 
•was the presence of George Early on the 
deck of the Iron Duke which had wrought 
the sudden change in Mary Sinclair, but 
of that none of us knew anything. The ,

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A ehip'a drew is made up of able sea- 


men, ordinary seamen and landsmen, and 
until the watches are set and the officers 
get to remember faces and names most 
any sort of shift can be made. Early had 
taken tho place of a landsman, of which 
two had been shipped, and as he was 
young, strong and active there was no 
doubt of bis pulling through, though he 
would be made a drudge of and have no 
sympathy from the officers. 
We were 


hardly clear of the docks when I heard the 
captain and mate speaking of him and 
wondering who he was and what had driv- 
en a smart young man like him to sea, 
and that made me take notice of him and 
get in hia way for a word or two. The 
apprentices did not berth -with the fore- 
castle hands, but in the house with tho 
carpenter and sailmaker, and were con- 
sidered as belonging aft.

pathies, and I finally agreed to do it. It 
was an easy thing for a boy who was run- ! 
ning about the ship and in the cabin on er- 
rands to hand a note to a passenger, and 
the girl put herself in my way to receive 
it, as If she were expecting eotne such 
thing. A few hours later I carried her 
written answer back to Early, and noth- 
ing more passed between them for a week. 
I do not know what plan the young man 
had when he broke jail to join the ship, | 
but take it that it was nothing worse than 
to follow her to Jamaica and make her his 
wife. 
If such it was, it might have been 


carried out without a tragedy but for our 
(second mato, in whoso watch Eany was 
drafted. 
All ordinary or able seamen aro 


antagonistic to laadsiuen on general prin- 
ciples, and all mates drive them around 
without mercy. 


That Early did his best I have no doubt, 


was lifted to the deck of the brig. The 
remainder of us were half starved and 
thoroughly worn out, and two or thrss 
days more would have brought death to 
half-the number. We wero landed at a 
French port and sent on to Liverpool, and 
that was the last I heard of any ofemy fel- 
low sufferers, but the Iron Duke had ad- 
ventures which some of you may have read 
in the public prints. Two days after we 
were sent adrift she was spoken by an 
English man-ef-war. She had altered her 
course and was running to the south, pre- 
sumably intending to round the Horn. As 
sho refused to answer signals, she was 
chased for 50 miles as a suspicious charac- 
ter, but outsailed the man-of-war and got 
away. 


She was next seen off the Azores, and 


next to the west of the Madeiras, and by 
this time two English men-of-war were 
after her. She finally dropped out of sight 
altogether, and nothing was heard of her 
for a year. Then the Scotch ship William, 
homeward bound from Australia and com- 
ing up the coast, overhauled a derelict 
which had evidently been knocking about 
for months. Masts were gone, bulwarks 
swept away, rudder broken and the hulk 
full of water. It was the Iron Duke, and 
no human foot had trod her decks for 
many weeks. She had evidently been dis| 
masted in a gale, but how long her crew 
had stuck by her or whether any ever left 
her is only guesswork. 
The chances are 


all were swept away by the monster waves 
which cleared her decks and left her water- 
logged. Powder was used to shatter and 
sink her, and, though for several years 
later the English government sought for 
traces of any of the crew who might have 
escaped, nothing was ever heard of a single 
one of them.

Hanging in his room in the cabin of an 


American bark loading for South Africa, 
at a South street' wharf, was a picture of 
the captain's home ashore, in a Long Is- 
land town, not far from the city. 
But 


easy of access as this home is, the captain 
spends very little time in it, for his wife 
sails with him, and, even in this port, they 
live mostly aboard the ship. At sea and 
in foreign ports, when they speak of home, 
they mean, of course, their home on Long 
Island, but practically they make their 
borne in the cabin of the bark, and a com- 
fortable home too. 


Upon the walls of the main room of this 


cabin, which is a room of spacious di- 
mensions, there are two pictures of the 
bark itself. These are distinctly nautical, 
but, aside from thorn, the furnishing of 
tbe room is such as might be seen in any 
room devoted to like purposes ashore. In 
an alcove on one side is a piano; upon the 
other sido is a sofa. In the center of the 
room is a table, upon which there are 
books and sewing and, here in port, where ' 
the ship stands on an even keel, a vase of ' 
flowers. The room is lighted at night by 
a lamp like a piano lamp, with a broad, 
spreading shade, but which, instead of be- 
ing upheld by a standard with feet resting 
on the floor, is here suspended from the 
deck beams running across under the sky- 
light overhead. There are here deep up- 
holstered armchairs ,and other easy chairs, 
and there aro rugs on tho floor. It is a 
homelike and attractive room. 


Forward of this room is tho forward 


cabin, which is also tbo ship's dining 
room. 
The mizzenniast conios clown 


through tbe after part of this room, going 
down also through that end of tho fixed 
table, giving to this cabin a decidedly 
marine touch. Opening off the main cabin 
there aro a number of rooms, including 
the captain's room, which is of ample size. 
There is here also a room for tho cnptnin's 
daughter, who sometimes sails with him. 
As is customary on American deep water ' 
ships, there are two or three staterooms for 
! 


passengers, who aro cnrricd when they 
offer. 
On her last voyage to Africa this 


vessel carried throe passengers. 


The captain has sailed for many years; 


ho is acquainted in ports nil around tho 
world, and wherever ho goes there is no 
luck of socinl life for himself and his ^1'e. 
They hnvo more invitations ashoro than 
, 


they can accept, and they entertain guests I 
aboard tbo ship, which is indeed their float- 
ing home, but that tboy do not forgot 
their homo ashoro may easily bo imagined 
from tbe fact that the ship's name ismndo

While the air is raw and cold and 


the ground still showing traces of the 
beautiful snow, as it is known in New 
York, the shop windows are filled with 
the daintiest, airiest and finest of fab- 
rics -_ wonderful embroidered muslins 
such as were brought years ago from 
the mysterious countries beyond the 
seas, printed muslins such as Mary 
Washington wore, wonderful contrasts 
in color in the dainty cotton.materials 
that seem to have belonged to the days 
of Marie Antoinette and Petit Trianon. 
And with it all they are so cheap! 
When our muslin gowns were brought 
by some traveling cousin from China, 
they were really worth their weight in 
gold. When domestic manufactures 
were unknown, a cotton frock was al- 
most as expensive as a woolen one. 
But nowadays, when clever American 
girls draw the designs, when wonder- 
ful American looms weave the mate- 
rial, the beautiful, artistic fabric is 
within the reach even of the woman 
Who has to economize. 


She is the wise woman who buys her 


totton frocks while it is yet winter. 
Why? Because she has her choice of 
designs and because she can get her 
material while it is yet fresh and be- 
fore it shows the effect of passing 
through many hands. 
Then, getting 


the material so early, the wise woman 
can devote plenty of time to choosing 
her decorations and to selecting th« 
modes in which her gowns shall be. 
Perhaps she has chosen a dainty white 
muslin with little dots thickly embroid- 
ered upon it. She goes to no pattern 
house for her design. A month ago 
there came to her from Paris some pho- 
tographs of famous French beauties in 
their summer toilets, and it is these she 
will imitate.

This shows 
a decoration of the dainty ruffles, edged 
with narrow lace, while a big whits 
parasol is made—in the photo, at least— 
to seem a special part of the toilet. But 
It is her jacket of which the wise woman 
is proudest this spring—the Jacket over 
which all Paris is raving. It is the 
dainty little coat worn by that wonder- 
ful beauty Marsy in her last new play. 
It is of bright red cloth, showing lapel 
facings of white, but the coat itself is 
so cut that, though it fits the figure, 
there is a certain laxity to the front 
which is an ingenious compromise be- 
tween the bagging of the ubiquitous 
blouse and the severity of the classic 
jacket. Surely the wise woman could 
not choose three better models than 
those pictured, for the French actress, 
even on the stage, never goes to an ex- 
treme and always sets the mode. In 
England and America the actress imi- 
tates the ladies of the great world. In 
Paris the most artistic dressmaker 
brings all her genius to bear upon a 
toilet for the stage, since she is sure 
that it will be extensively copied by 
the most fashionable women. 
As a 


natural sequence the French actress 
seldom overdresses, and she takes a 
special pride in suiting her toilet to the 
exact time and place. Vhen she is sup- 
posed to be the daughter of poor but 
honest parents, she does not come on 
the stage wearing a Felix dinner dress, 
but she thinks out what, under such 
circumstances, would be proper, and she 
assumes it. Who of us hasn't seen the 
exact opposite on the English speaking 
Btage? 


By .the bye, to leave the stage, which 


few people are willing to do, do you 
realize that just about now everybody 
Is taking to Delsarte again, and young 
women are black and blue from tum- 
,bling up stairs and tumbling down 
stairs and learning how to decompose 
themselves? 
That's, an 
abominable 


word. But it's a received one. De- 
composition, you must know, is the 
ability to become suddenly limp and 
then just as quickly to use whatever 
part of your body you wish in the most 
graceful way. One of the best Delsarte 
teachers announced before a class the 
other day that she could tell a south- 
ern woman the minute she entered a 
room and sat down. She claimed for 
her that she sits naturally and her 
limbs fall in easy jjoses. It seems un- 
necessary to say that after this was 
told I blushed. But at the same time 
I credited it to my natural indolence. 
According to this teacher, the great 
trouble with the woman of today is that 
she hurries. Every movement expresses 
her haste, and there is no time for 
grace. You know you can get to a place 
as quickly by walking well and evenly 
as by trotting and stumbling. It's fun- 
ny how the novel of the day talk* 
about the bearing of women. At tht 


time that Mr. Henry James' novels were 
believed by some people to have a cer- 
tain amount of interest all the women 
in them were "standing round." 
He 


made them stand and stand, with oc- 
casionally the privilege of leaning on a 
mantleshelf, until they fell Into matri- 
mony because they were so tired. Now, 
Ouida very complacently and very kind- 


one that tells its story easily, carefully 
and in such a way that it is like a series 
of pictures. It -must be the panorama 
of life, and for the time you are the 
looker on. 


The immoral novel is one of the unde- 


sirable products of today—the novels 
Hint analyze faith into nothing, that 
condemn man until one wonders how it 
\\as possible that God made him after 
his own image and exploit and make 
of worth a fool of a woman who con- 
siders it her business to remodel the 
world. I'm tired of it. This is a very 
good world if one will only take the 
tiouWe to look for the good things in 
it. I don't blame anybody for refusing 
to honor and respect such women as 
are pictured in the analytical novel of 
today. They talk, talk, talk, until you 
think that is the only mission they have. 
They regard motherhood as a burden^ 
faith as a folly, humanity as a fraud. 
They complain of unfaithful husbands, 
of wicked children, of unsympathetic 
friends. But what have they done to 
deserve anything better? Thank good- 
ness, most of these women are in books! 
Only a few of them are in the everyday 
world, and those few are not popular. 
Women can write advocating- a new kind 
of woman, but it's the old kind, the 
loving, sympathetic, gentle woman, who 
is popular. Men are wiser than they 
look, and they realize that if the heroine 
of the analytical novel were desirable as 
a companion she would have been dis- 
covered in Solomon's time. Instead, as 
the centuries have rolled by, men have 
gone on loving and choosing the gen- 
tle, womanly woman, and she's the wo- 
man he'll continue to select. I'm sure 
of this. Generalizing, he's honest and 
brave and kind, and he looks for a wo- 
man who will be congenial and who will

A NEW SPHERE OF USEFULNESS FOR THE 


PHONE-TAKING THE PLACE OF THE 


MESSENGER AND TELEGRAM- 


The telephone has become a feature 


of social life, finding a new sphere of 
usefulness. This is due in part to the 
reduction in the rental rate in certain 
cities. 
In Detroit and other places 


where there is competition with the 
Bell Telephone company, and where 
rental rates have been cut in half, a 
large clientage has been found in do- 
mestic circles. In St. Louis, where an 
opposition company is now laying wires 
and planning to give a service at less 
than one-half current rates, household- 
ers are among the chief subscribers. 


Telephones are 
being rented 
for 


houses not for convenience in calling 
up the butcher and baker, but for social 
purposes. An investigation by railroad 
men showed that the decrease in rail- 
road tra\'el in recent years was caused 
by the long distance telephone. Society, 
too, is beginning to, live at telephone 
speed. Engagements which were made 


ly, too, lets her heroines rest among 
piles of cushions, while the heroes bring 
to them good things to eat and drink. 
In reality they are thoroughly at their 
ease. Bliss Braddon had rather an in- 
clination that way, too, though her ma- 
jestic young women occasionally got up 
and walked across the room and serv- 
ed somebody with tea and so display- 
ed their "well shaped hands and flash- 
ing rings."

bring it down to absolute truth don't 
you think that a swaying young woman 
would look a little bit like one who was 
too full of—-enthusiasm? The narnby 
pamby young woman who nestles on 
somebody's shoulder and takes the stiff- 
ening out of his collar went out of 
vogue with Thackeray's Amelia, while 
as for the heroines of the various so 
called religious novels they 
simply 


walk into a room and sit down on the 
settee. I have often wondered what a 
settee was. Probably it will be like a 
comfortable sleeper in a parlor car. I'll 
discover it some day. 


I have never been able to get over 


the conceit of the man who wrote "Ben- 


forgotten because his people are com-I the right kind of woman! 


her tears as she gives an affirmative 
answer, and another tragedy is averted. 


Of course the telephone in social af- 


fairs has its drawbacks. However close- 
ly Jack and Edith may be closeted with 
their own particular telephones, they 
can never be sure that a crossed wire 
will not give an unfeeling stranger the 
benefit of their confidences, and it is 
not encouraging to sentiment to have 
an alien voice cry in your ear: "Get off 
the wire with that dadblamed talk! 
Here, central, give me the Hygeia Ice 
company quick1" And there is always 
central who may be relied upon to take 
a lively interest in her clients' affairs 
whenever calls are few and she has a 
moment to give to them. 
And there, 


too. is the uncertainty in the recogni- 
tion of voices which may lead to awk- 
ward complications. 
How is one to 


know when a joyous voice floats over 
the wire with "Are you going to be at 
home this evening, Miss Becky?" that 
it isn't that tiresome Beaker man, to 
whom Sarah has orders to give the 
stereotyped ''Not at home" reply. 


It is odd th9t thp tplpphone compa- 


nies did not see long ago the advan- 
tage of working up the social feature 
of the telephone. It is a business that 
builds itself. If one family has a tele- 
phone, every other family in that "set" 
is going to demand one. Every young 
girl in every family is going to find that 
the girl who has a telephone at her el- 
bow fares better in social matters than 
the one who has to depend on the old 
forms of communication for making so- 
cial engagements. 
So in cities where 


the telephone has become a factor in 
social life every father of every young 
girl finds his life made a burden until 
his house is supplied with the desirable 
adjunct. 


At the old rate of telephone service it 


was not practicable for a great many 
men to have telephones in their houses. 
In New "Vnrk city, for instance, it is 
all the average man can do to support 
a telephone service in his office at ?200 
a year. But where service is down to 
$24 a year, as it is now in some cities, 
the problem is simplified. 
Two tele- 


phones at $24 each are much less ex- 
pensive than one telephone at the old 
rate of $100 or more. This fact will give

her friends. She will send a hst to the 
central telephone station, and at an 
hour appointed her house will be put 
In comi'iunication ^ith the homes of her 
dear 500 friends, and the invitation will 
be extended personally in her own voice. 
There h<ive been practical exjH-npnces 
already with bending ne\\s by telephone 
to regular subscribers, distributing mu- 
sic by telephone and transmitting ser- 
mons to invalids over the wire. In time, 
as society grows and social duties be- 
come a greater burden, there will be 
calling by telephone, and Mrs. Thing- 
umbob on her day to receive will sit 
with her ear at the instrument all aft- 
ernoon and hold brief conversations 
with her friends as they ring up one 
after another. The conversation of the 
average afternoon caller in a big and 
busy city is telephonic-ally brief, and re- 
marks on the weather are as interest- 
ing at long range as they are at close 
quarters. We live at higher pressure 
every day. With the aid of the tele- 
phone we may condense twice as much 
into 24 hours.
